due to an increase in the spe­ 
cial levy for park develop­ 
m ent, the total state tax b ill 
for 1962 will b e 8.43 mills, 
com pared with 8 41 mills a 
year ago. 
This means N eb raska tax­ 
payers will have to ante up 
$8.43 for each $1,000 assessed 
valuation to pay the cost of 
state government. 
The general fund levy was 
set at 6.18 mills, com pared j 


with 6 33 last year, a reduc­ 
tion of .15 of a mill. 
.\n increa.se of 2 .4 7 c 
in the 
state's assesses valuation — 
which now totals $3,367,219,- 
071—is largely responsib le for 
the decrease in the general 
fund levy. 
Also, the state had to pro­ 
duce less for general fund 
purposes this last half of the 
b iennium b ecause of an em er­ 
gency appropriation of $401,- 
250 which had to b e added in 
1% 1. 
E stim ates Drop 
Off-setting that decrease m 
money needs, however, was a 


drop of $458,862 in the esti-i 
m ates of revenue which the 
state will ob tain from various:

Long-Time 
Interest

In the matter of Fort Robinson as a 
tourist attraction. The Star’s editorial posi­ 
tion has been attacked by Editor Gene 
Kemper of the Alliance Daily Times-Herald. 
This is not too surprising, since Kemper 
would naturally resent any unfav orable re­ 
marks about the part of the state in which 
he liv es and does business and since he is 
accustomed to v iolent reactions on frequent 
occasions. Our 
real 
disagreement 
with 
Kemper stems from the 
appearance 
he 
giv es of only slight disagreement with what 
we said but strong disagreement with our 
right to say it. 
Our right he seems to challenge on the 
basis of our past record — a record he say s 
shows no prior interest 
in the area. It is at 
this point that we can­ 
not 
see ey e to ey e 
with the .Alliance edi­ 
tor. Kemper notes that the fort area is the 
property of the U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture and that we hav e .shown little in­ 
terest in this agency ’s destruction of the 
area in the pa.st. The fact is that The Star 
has consistently through the y ears defended 
the joint agricultural and recreational use 
of this area. It might be further noted that 
it was pointed out in the editorial questioned 
by Kemper that Nebraska should be up in 
arms ov er the comparison of federal funds 
spent for tourism in South Dakota as com­ 
pared to that done in Nebraska 
.Nebraska’s federally owned land 
has 
had hut a drop in the bucket while millions 
hav e been poured into the Black Hills and 
Badlands of South Dakota. There, the gov ­ 
ernment maintains many attractions, con­ 
structs roads, prov ides way side parks and 
does a multitude of things to make the area 
attractiv e and pleasant for the trav eler. 
in addition to this, the state of South 
Dakota spends a tremendous amount of 
money through its Custer Park in the Black 
Hills as well as around the Mount Rush- 
more area. State troopers ev en are a s­ 
signed permanent parking help and guide 
duties at Mount Rushmore while Nebraska 
ca n’t or won’t ev en hire enough of them 
to patrol its highway s. 
★ 
Kemper and The Star are not in dis­ 
agreement on the disgraceful way in which 
Nebraska has been treated at the federal 
lev el. The only argument we hav e is Kemp­ 
er’s effort to set us up as a straw man and 
then knock us down. Nor do we argue the 
fact that there is a Democratic administra­ 
tion in Washington and a Democratic gov er­ 
nor in control of the Nebraska Statehouse. 
We firmly believ e, 
too, 
that 
Gov ernor 
Frank Morrison could do a much more re­ 
warding and beneficial job for the state if 
he would fight for such things as federal 
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dev elopment of our resources when he 
goes to Washington rather than spending 
most of his time fighting Bernie Boy le of 
Omaha ov er patronage crumbs. 
For Kemper’s further enlightenment, 
howev er, the parties in power in Washing­ 
ton and Nebraska are not The Star’s par­ 
ties. While we hav e not courted the gov er­ 
nor’s displeasure, nor do we fully under­ 
stand it. we doubt that any newspaper in 
the state is less liked in the Statehouse than 
is our own. The editorial policies of The 
Star are dictated by the honest and im­ 
partial conv ictions of its editor, whether 
these policies be right or wrong, and not 
any party label. On this score, Kemper 
might try an ex amination of his own GOP 
pillitical conscience. 


Kemper further notes in defense of the 
fort that Nebraska is prov iding only $12,.500 
a y ear for tourist promotion. It is suggest­ 
ed' that The Star “ might go to work on 
that, too.’’ If Kemper followed this page a 
little more closely , he would know that we 
hav e deplored the miserly amount Nebras­ 
ka spends on both promotion and dev elop­ 
ment. 
In the case of the latter. The Star was 
a leading adv ocate during the last session 
of the Legislature of the special .30 mill 
lev y to raise nearly .$1 million a y ear for de­ 
v elopment of the sta te’s parks. Again, we 
are not in disagreement with Kemper but 
he doesn’t seem to know it. 
The Alliance editor attacks again on the 
score of the Interstate Highway ’s going on 
the south rather than 
the north side of the 
Platte Riv er. The Star, 
according to Kemper, 
“ didn’t work much on 
that problem either.” Again Kemper sim­ 
ply doesn’t know' the facts because no other 
newspaper in the state was more critical 
than The Star of the south route for the 
Interstate. We believ e further that the route 
could easily hav e gone north had S t a t e 
Highway Flngineer John Hossack and Gov ­ 
ernor Morrison made a strong effort to 
get it there. 
We don’t disagree that the fort and 
many other areas of Nebraska are v ery 
fine places and already hav e a great deal 
to offer. But we further believ e that only 
the surface of our potential has b e e n 
scratched and that we will nev er realize 
this potential unless w'e look realistically 
at our shortcomings. If all we ev er discuss 
or talk about are our assets, the public 
will know little of our liabilities. And things 
about which little are known or understood 
are not about to receiv e any appropriations 
in a Legislature which already thinks it is 
a sin to spend money .

Mr. Mitchell is still dealing harshly with 
the relief clients and claims to hav e sav ed 
the town $2,5,000. The New

questions his claim. It insists that larger 
relief ex penditures from state f e d e r a l 
sources actually increased Newburgh’s out­ 
lay . It was also reported that only one 
chiseler has been uncov ered.

WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy ’s fury at U.S. Steel 
for hiking prices was noth­ 
ing, say White House insid­ 
ers, compared to his cold 
anger at the .American Med­ 
ical Association for obstruc­ 
ting his medicare program.

SE.ATTLE, WASH—Among 
the 4,753,817 people who hav e 
v isited the Seattle Century 21 
ex position in the first half of 
its life hav e been delegations 
from a half dozen cities plan­ 
ning future world’s f a i r s . 
They hope to learn what to 
do and what not to do in the 
light of Seattle’s success. 
New York has scarcely a 
y ear and a half to go before 
opening a fair that is to cov er 
a space nearly 10 times the 
74 acres of the Seattle ex posi­ 
tion. One criticism here has 
been the crowding of the site, 
the lack of spacious v istas 
that characterized the Brus­ 
sels fair of four y ears ago 
cov ering more than 500 acres. 
Atlanta is planning a fair 
in 1%7, and the city hopes to 
obtain the seal of approv al of 
the Bureau of International 
Ex positions. Seattle got that 
seal while New York was de­ 
nied it because its ex position 
was to come too soon after 
Century 21. 
Philadelphia has sent em is­ 
saries here in contemplation 
of an ex position in 19 76 com­ 
memorating the 200th anni­ 
v ersary of the Declaration of 
Independence. And Chicago, 
whose Century of Progress in 
19 3.3-34 was the last fair to 
make money , is thinking of 
another ex position.

One lesson f r o m Seattle 
may be the economy of size. 
Another equally 
important 
fact is that the core of the 
ex position w'as built as a per­ 
manent cultural and sports 
center for the city , including 
an art gallery , opera and con­ 
cert halls and sports stadium. 
City and state together put 
up nearly $26,000,000. Con­ 
gress appropriated $9 ,9 00,000 
for the science pav ilion, and 
the National .Aeronautics and 
Space Agency came through 
with another million for a 
special space ex hibit. T h e 
capsule in which John Glenn 
made his three orbits of the 
earth will shortly be flown 
here and included in the dis­ 
play . 
It is a measure of the up-

all people and in all parts of the state. The 
suit is nothing more than an effort to settle 
a constitutional question of gov ernment and, 
as such, it should be welcomed by all peo­ 
ple. Outstate interests might persist in want­ 
ing area as well as population representa­ 
tion but they would surely want whatev er 


sy stem we hav e to be on solid legal grounds. 
There is not and nev er has been any 
effort by the League to disfranchise the 
more sparsely populated areas of this state. 
Criticism has been lev eled at the League 
effort as an attempt to giv e Lincoln and 
Omaha political dominance. The assertion 
is absurd, of course, in light of the facts. 
If population were the sole basis of repre­ 
sentation in the Legislature. Lincoln and 
Omaha combined could gain no more than 
a third of the legislativ e seats. 
Nor is there any reason to consider 
Lincoln and Omaha as a v oting bloc be­ 
cause they hav e nev er been such in the 
past. .All the League seeks is a legal re{>re- 
sentativ e sy stem which giv es all people of 
the state equality . It is hoped that ex pres­ 
sions of sectional partisanship will quiet 
down and that the issue is left in the hands 
of the federal judges where it belongs.

Pyrrhic Victory 


The General Electric Company , bar­ 
gaining for the entire group of manufac­ 
turers found guilty by the gov ernment of 
price-rigging has 
reached 
a 
settlement 
with the U.S. Department of Justice on 
damages claimed by federal agencies. 
The settlement calls for pay ment of 
$7,470,000 of which 
470,000 will cov er ov er­ 
charges for equipment sold to the Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority . The damages figure 
out at lo'a per cent of the purchase price 
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and that ratio will be proposed by the 
manufacturers in attempted negotiated set­ 
tlement with non-federal claimants. If it 
prev ails the electric manufacturers shall 
hav e to pay out between $40 and $50 mil­ 
lion. 


This matter takes on local interest in­ 
asmuch as 25 Nebraska public power agen­ 
cies hav e pending claims against the man­ 
ufacturers in the aggregate amount of $23 
million. .Assuming those claims qualify and 
the settlement ratio prev ails the Nebraska 
agencies will receiv e a return of a little 
more than $2.5 million. So much for the 
consequences of justice and the working out 
of federal anti-monopoly laws. .A number 
of general questions still remain. 


It is unthinkable for such a v ital in­ 
dustry as the one dev oted to the improv e­ 
ment and manufacture of electrical goods 
to go out of business because its misdeeds 
brought penalties 
bey ond 
the 
business’s 
ability to pay . The national interest de­ 
mands the solv ency and continued v igorous 
operation of the industry . In that ev ent the 
alternativ e is for the industry to adjust its 
prices to meet its damage obligations as 
well as its usual needs for capital inv est­ 
ment and operation. The only place it can 
get that money is from customers. This 
prov okes a dilemma wTapped up in the 
question of w'ho really is getting soaked, 
the industry or the public? It leads to the 
suggestion that an anti-trust 
law 
which 
swings at the offender but punches the nose 
of the initially injured party needs a little 
fix ing. 


WASHINGTON-Few sen­ 
ators were present at week­ 
end 
ceremonies 
attendant 
upon issuance of a special 
stamp honoring Sen. Brien 
.McMahon, 
author of t h e 
.Atomic 
Energy 
.Act, 
who 
died 10 y ears ago. .Most of 
those in town were being 
marshalled 
an attempt to 
break a filibuster against the 
space satellite communica­ 
tions bill. 
Senator .Mc.VIahon was be­ 
ing honored for the v ision, 
energy and intelligence with 
which he shaped the gov ­ 
ernment’s role in the atom­ 
ic age. His distinctiv e con­ 
tribution was that he first 
informed himself on the real 
nature of the force just let 
loose and 
its capacity to 
transform the univ erse. He 
sat at the feet of scientists 
of all sorts as well as with 
practical men. 
The bill now being filibus­ 
tered, which will break com­ 
parable ground, is sponsored 
principally 
by 
Chairman 
Robert S. Kerr of the Space 
and .Aeronautical Committee. 
He has been agreed to by 
the Commerce Committee, 
of which Sen. Warren Mag- 
nuson is chairman, and the 
bill is being pushed by Vice- 
President Ly ndon Johnson. 


T h i s is pre-eminently a 
practical trio, and all are as­ 
tute politicians. Their states 
are studded with concrete tri­ 
butes to their talents and the 
power stemming from their 
high positions.

Problems caused by typi­ 
cal visitors were noted a n d 
diagnosed by a 
physician 
who 
recently 
was 
hospi­ 
talized. 
Dr. Claude L. Fbown, of 
Mobile. 
got well de­ 
spite attacks of visitoritis— 
and immediately drew up a 
plan aimed at helping all pa­ 
tients survive visiting hours. 
Reporting in “ hospitals,” 
journal of the American Hos- 
ipital Association, the physi­ 
cian says lack of visitor con­ 
trol in a hospital is “ worse 
than using dirty linen an d 
serving bad food . . . ” 
•‘The individual patient,” 
he said, “ is a prostrate and 
relatively impotent partici­ 
pant in the process of being 
visited. 
"It ’s hard for him to ap­ 


pear less than glad to see 
visitors: he doesn’t want to 
seem churlishly ungrateful. 
So he’s stuck with them.” 
Urging the nation’s hospi­ 
tal administrators to impose 
much stricter control, Dr. 
Brown noted that failure to 
do so stems from apathy or 
plain obliviousness to t h e 
problem — and the miscon­ 
ception that rigid rules will 
make everyone angry. 
He suggests few excep­ 


tions to the rules that there 
be visiting only during visit­ 
ing hours and that there be 
a limit on the number of vis­ 
itors who might shower a 
patient with kindness at one 
time. 
“ Naturally, 
some 
people 
will complain,” he said. “ So 
what?”
